Venezuela Receives the Notes of

Washington, December 28.—The Vene- 
zuelan government is now in possession 
of the complete notes of Great Britain 
and Germany containing the various 
reservations made by those governments 
before the decision was reached that the 
issues between Veuezuela and the Eu- 
ropean governments having claims 
against her should be referred to The 
Hague tribunal for arbitration. The 
United States having acted as an inter- 
mediary in the steps leading up to the 
acceptance of arbitration. now turns over 
to the Venezuelan government the formai 
work of completing the basis ftr a full 
hearing before The Hague. The notes 
were transmitted to the Venezuelan gOvV- 
ernment through United States Mininster 
Bowen at Caracas. 

There were no new features to the 
situation here today. Officials are hope- 
fui that the governments interested will 
work harmoniously and conscientiously 
to reach an early and final solution of 
the trouble. The administration 
anxious that there soon may be an 
amelioration of the blockade. It is cer- 
tain this government will use every ef- 
fort to have the blockade called oft while 
the case is at issue before The Hague 
tribunal for the double reason that its 
continuance is always a menace to peace 
and order, and because of the harmful! 
effects on American shipping to Vene- 
zuelan ports. 

Just what the allied governments have 
determined upon in that regard it is dif- 
ficuit to say, as Secretary Hay uniformly 
has refused to make public their reser- 
vations and demands as a preliminary 
to arbitration feeling that such informa- 
tion should come from the governments 
themselves.

Before 
returning to his home. in Italy in 1898, 
Signor Randegger opened a school for 
music here and met with flattering suc- 
cess, .

Pretender's Forces Had Easy Vic- 
tory at Taza 


Sultan’s Army Was Preparing To 
Attack Rebels When the Tables 
Turned and the Government 
Troops Hetreated in 
Disorder. 


London. December 2.—The complete 
rout at Taza of the Moorish imperial army 
by rebels under the leadership of the 
pretender to the throne, which Was re- 
ported December 2, has been Officially 
confirmed. The imperial forces abandon- 
ed their guns, rifies, ammunition, tents 
and beasts of burden and fled precipitater 
ly to Fez. 

Tangier, Morocco, Friday, December 26. 
On December 22 ten thovaand Shereefian 
troops, commanded by a brother of the 
sultan’s minister of war, received orders 
to concentrate and cake the offensive 
against the pretender at Taza. Before 
the Shereefians moved upon him, the pre- 
tender attacked them with large bodies 
of cavalry. The imperial army was Sur- 
rounded, completely routed and fled in 
disorder toward Fez, abandoning all ma- 
terial of war. The first tugitives ar- 
rived at Fez on the morning of December 
24, The gates of Fez at present are shut; 
shops there are closed and the population 
is greatly excited, but there has been 
no disorder. The European colony of 
Fez, numbering about twenty persons, !s 
taking no steps to teave the town and 
appear to be satisfied that it ia in no 
imminent danger. although the situation 
is regarded as serious. 

It is. said that the pretender’s followers 
have received numerous additions since 
his successes and he is already negotiating 
with the tribes of the Wedmaueb valley. 
The population of Fez is reported to be 
generally hostile to the sultan and ready 
to acclaim any pretender who will guar- 
antee the town from pillage. 

No details of the imperial losses, have 
vet been received, but it is rumored that 
2.000 of the suitan’s soldiers were killed 
or wounded. The authorities here are 
trying to minimize the disaster. It is de- 
clared that a section of the imperial 
troops sent as reinforcements deserted to 
the rebels and aided in driving the loyal 
troops back to Fez.

Last evening the Bryan party, including 
the children, took a night train for Cor- 
dova, whence they wiil travel over the 
Vera Cruz and Pacific road to Alfred 
Bishop Mason's hacienda, named Yale, in 
honor of*the famous American university. 
The Bryan party will return here Tues- 
day morning to attend a dramatic club 
entertainment. W. J. Critenden, son of 
former Consul General Critenden, has 
been with the party. 

The government people have not sought 
Mr. Bryan for information on silver and 
his views are well known here, and the 
government is in receipts of suggestions 
from all parts of the world from the 
most famous financiers.

Important Text Book Conf:rence

State Uniformity Has Been Produc- 
tive of Innumerable Complaints. 
Association of Academies 
Meets—President Ven- 
able Talks. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 28.—(Special.) 
There will be a conference here Tuesday 
which wil] be important. It will be at- 
tended by the state board of education 
and representatives of the text pook com- 
panies. The cause of it is the number of 
complaints regarding the difficulty of pro- 
curing the new text books. 

In some counties there are no deposi- 
tories, and merchants refuse to handle 
the books. There are all sorts of com- 
plaints, some equally as serious as the 
‘lack of depositories or any place to get 
the books. Nearly two years ago this 
from county 
adoption to state adoption. 

Mortgages Canceled. 

The register of deeds of this county 
says the remarkable prosperity in North 
Carolina is plainly shown by the fact 
that since August 1 the number of mort- 
gages canceled here has been so great as 
to break all records, ranging from 16 to 25 
a day.

He 
said the academies on the one sje and 
the professional schools on tne other were 
about to grind out the university. 

The state superintendent made a speech, 
in which he stated that much of the 
$100,000 a year which the legislature ap- 
propriated for tne special purpose of 
keeping all the public schools open four 


| months in the year was misspent because 


of failure to consolidate schoo] districts. 
in the 
eastern part of the state in which there 
are only éleven children of schoo] age, 
but whica nevertheless asked for $70 to 
keep the school open four months. He 
said it would be many years before the 
state would be able to provide free high 
schools, 
State University Prospers. 

President Venable, of the State univer- 
sity, tells The Constitution that there is 
now a faculty of 65, with 575 students, an 
endowment of $500,000 and an income of 
$72,860. 

In the 108 years of its existence tne 
university has received from the state 
in annual appropriations and special] ap- 
propriations for repairs, etc., $447,000. The 
State has never made an appropriation 
for the erection of buildings. The grounds 
and buildings and much of the equip- 
ment are gifts. 


During the past three vears three new 
buildings have been added, making the 
total fifteen. The three buildings are the 


Julian Carr building, costing $18,000, the 
Mary Smith building, $16,000, and 
alumni building, $36,000. 

Tae greater number of the students 
have either borrowed the nioney needed 
for their expenses or have worked to se- 
eure it; in fact, one-fourth defray their 


expenses wholly or in part, working while 
at the university. 

The receipts of the university aggregate 
$77,000, coming from three aputdes— state 
appropriation, $37,500; interest from funds, 
$5,600; fees, etc., of students, $33,970,

Ships and Naval Equipment, Is 
His Suggestion—An Inter- 
esting View of an In- 
teresting Situation.

Washington, December 28—(Special.)— 
Highly significant of the feeling which 
deminates army and navy circles that 
trouble with Germany is one of the things 
to be expected in the future is the opin- 
ion of Rear Admiral Harmony, retired, 
which has just appeared in The New 
York Herald, 

The Herald, which is one of the strong- 
est advocates of the upbuilding of the 
nevy, has recently published « series of 
interviews with men in public life and 
with officers of the navy in which the 
‘desirability of a steady naval increase is 
set forth. Others have, however, merely 
hinted at future troubles; it remains for 
Admiral Harmony to “taitk out in meet- 
ing,’’ as the saying goes, and he does it. 

Germany Is Being Watched. 

The appearance of this interview coin- 
cident with the Venezuelan complica- 
tions makes it doubly interesting. It is 
no secret that Germany’s movements in 
South America are being constantly 
watched, and watched closely, by the 
diplomatie representatives of the United 
States on the ground. Germany’s decla- 
rations are necessarily taken at their 
full face value when it comes to official 
utterance and officia laction, but how 
much ber motives are questioned was 
shown by President Roosevelt’s selection 
of the Caribbean as the scene for naval 
maneuvers which were timed to occur 
just as Germany and Great Britain found 
it necessary to send fleets in that direc- 
tion to coerce Venezuela, 


That this disposition of the fleet which ! 


placed under Admiral Dewey the largest 
force which has ever been gathered to- 
gether ‘on this side of the world, was 
made deliberately and with a view to 
possible complications over the Monroe 
doctrine, I have on the highest possible 
authority.

A STUDY IN FIGURES. 


Interesting Problem in $20,000.00 Port Receipts 
Contest---Secretary Hester’s Figures 
Counted Official. 


In the $20,000 Port Receipts Contest we 
have repeatedly and plainly stated that 
the. statistics of Secretary Henry G. Hes- 
ter, of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, 
would decide the questions at issue. His 
certificate rendered to us under tne seal 
of the New Orleans exchange of the totai 
port receipts at all’ United States ports 
from September 1, 1902, through January 
10, 1908, will be final in the matter. 

We have published weekly the cotton 
crop statement of Secretary Hester on 
our market page. This has every week 
told the port receipts,»from September 1 
through, each Friday’s business, with 
comparisons for the past three years, 50 
that every prospective contestant might 
know what had alseady developed and 
would only nave to estimate for the re- 
maining period of the contest. The inter- 
ruption of this report, due on Friday, De- 


cember 26, the last regular weekly report 


during the contest. was caused by the 
holiday closing of the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Exchange. No weekly statement of 
the crop for period ending December 26 
has yet been issued by Secretary Hester. 

The report of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change aas been issued for the current 
week which makes the bales in port re- 
ceipts from September 1, through to De- 
cember 26, 4,702,695. This report is not 
identical with Secretary Hester’s and 
varies from it irregularly from week to 
week. In the table below we show that 
variation for four weeks, where it runs 
from 6,200 to 15,888 bales less than Secre- 
tary Hester's reports for the same period. 
Waether it would be larger or smaller 
than Secretary Hester’s report, had it ap- 
peared this week, we cannot say. We 
can only state that the port receipts 
through December 26 have been about 
4,700,000 bales, more or less. The past 
week shows about 385,000 bales received, 
according to New York exchange report.

by operation of law, but by the opera- 
tion of the human necessity which 
compels efforts at self-support by labor 
in the fields ahd industries of the 
country.

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dren between 10 and 14 years of age 
Only Ala- 
bama, South Carolina, Louisiana and 
the Indian Territory ranked below 
her. . 

During the ten years past there has 
been an undoubted increase of interest 
in popular education in Georgia. Our 
public school funds have been _in- 
creased and strenuous efforts made to 
stimulate local interest and increment 
of resources for reducing our percent- 
age of illiteracy. These efforts have 
had effect in raising the general ratio 
of literates of that class from 66.73 
per 100 in 1890 to 77.21 in 1900. This 
is a gain of 10.48 per’cent in the ten 
years, and is larger than the general 
gain made in any other one of the 
fourteen southern states from Mary- 
land to Texas inclusive. 

But before we take too great pride 
to ourselves for what we have 
achieved, measured by percentages, we 
should look hard at the fact that we 
have not bettered out status‘ relative- 
ly to the other states. We are still, 
by the census of 1900, where we were 
in 1890—forty-sixth in the entire list 
as to our proportion of literates to il- 
literates between the ages of 10 and

ago. This is a momentous fact that 
should occupy the immediate and 
earnest attention of every Georgian— 
our legislators especialiy—who are in- 
terested in the education of our chil- 
dren and the uplifting of the state 
from a position so low down in the 
scale of the general intelligence of 
the nation. 

Georgia can do much better before 
1910: than she did in the decade just 
past to exalt the educational level of 
her youth and it will be next to a 
crime against the growing generation 
if that “much better” is not actually 
accomplished.

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Fraudulent Pensions. 

If a republican congress has a per- 
nicious penchant for any one species 
of harmful and extravagant legisla- 
tion, probably private. pension Dills 
would be singled out as the most glar- 
ing instance in point. The present 
‘session of the national legislature is 
keeping up the swift pension record 
of its predecessors, regardless of 
strong contrary admonitions of late 
from influential quarters within the 
dominant party. One day recently the 
house of representatives passed 174 
private pension bills in ‘thirty-nine 
minutes—at the expeditious rate of 
about five a minute. 

It goes without Saying that there 
could be no consideratioa by members 

on the floor of bills passed as quickly 
4s their titles could be read. In this 
species of legislation a committee re- 

< port is almost invariably tantamount 
_ to an enactment, and it is rarely that 
® quorum is present when private pen-

How shamelessly the tax payer is

The verdict justi rendered by a fury in 
the United States court in  Portiand, 
where a man has been found guilty of 
impersonating a dead pensioner for ten 
years, without detection, and drawing a 
pension from the government during all 
that time, is a striking denouement. of 
& most astonishing plot based upon éx- 
traordinary assurance. The defendant in 
the case not only brought witnesses to 
prove that he was the corpora) in the 
Maine regiment who really died in the 
national soldiers’ home at Togus sixteen 
years ago. but he took the witness stand 
and swore that he was the corporal and 
that the official certificate of his death 
was wrong. When it came to cross- 
guestioning him he was unable to give 
the history of his regiment in the war, 
or even to name a single member of the 
company in which he claimed to have 
served. The fact that the jury returned 
a verdict against him after only seven 
minutes’ deliberation is not strange, con- 
sidering the character of the evidence 
that was brought out in the case. Never- 
theless, it Is announced that the case is to 
be carried to a higher court on exceptions. 
It illustrates the difficulties which the 
government has to contend with in purg- 
ing the pension roW. 

If the government is so desirous of 
purging the pension roll, it should ex- 
ert its influence to have decent safe- 
guards thrown around pension legisla- 


tion. 
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Senator Morgan’s Broadside. 

It is rather surprising to find Sen- 
ator Morgan taking a pessimistic view 
of the country’s conditions and espe- 
cially berating the leaders of both the 
great political parties for hypocrisy 
in their attitudes toward the trusts. 

There is no aoubt that the trusts 
present a grave problem and the peo- 
ple are likely to increase rather than 
abate their demand for legislation to 
curb, restrain and destroy the monop- 
oly purposes and effects of such com- 
binations. It is also probable, as the 
senator says, that before anything sub- 
stantial in that line is forced from the 
congress the country will have to suf- 
fer many extortions, depressions of 
individual enterprise and a more or 
less lengthy process of education in 
the evils of the trust system. 

That he is right in charging hypo- 
risy upon the republican leaders we 
are convinced. It would, indeed, be 
one of the most marvelous cases of 


{| political harikari on record if the re 


publican party should actually try to 
destroy trust monopolies. Those com- 
binations are the direct creation of 
the republican party. It legislated to 
produce them with a full understand- 
ing of what it was producing. The 
protective tariff is the foundation of 
every One of them and the tariff was 
constructed with the declared inten- 
tion of monopolizing the home market 
in the hands of home producers. That 
is undeniable and recorded history. 

The republican party, beginning 
with the Harrison campaign in 1888, 
abandoned the notion that presiden- 
tial campaigns should be won by ap- 
peals to the popular approval of prin- 
ciples, and adopted the plan of buy- 
ing elections with money. After that 
campaign Senator George F. Edmunds, 
a great and honest republican, pro- 
tested through The North American 
Review against the $5,000,000 expendi- 
tures of that campaign. But it was a 
vain protest. The amount ran to $11,- 
000,000 in 1896 and $14,000,000 in 1900, 
or a cost of $2 per vote, to carry the 
republican ticket to victory. 

Of course the common people do not 
furhish these enormous campaign 
funds directly from their own pockets. 
But they do furnish them in the prices 
levied by: the trusts on the necessaries 
of life and then the trusts tithe the 
pile of loot thus obtained and turn the 
money over to Hanna and his com- 
mittees to buy another election and 
maintain the Dingléy “mother of 
trusts” in breeding power. 

The democrats are not properly in- 
cluded in Senator Morgan’s strictures. 
They have had no chance to deal with 
the trust-breeding tariff. Senator Mor- 
gan is a democratic leader and is no 
hypocrite in the sense he suggests. 
And if he is not neither are his col- 
leagues, for they are as helpless in the 
premises as he is. And with this dis- 
crimination we are prepared to believe 
with him that only a revolution of 
public sentiment, that will unhorse 
the republican party, can bring relief 
from the trust robbers.

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A Shot Wide of the Mark. 

Because in a recent editorial The 
Constitution called attention to the 
migration of American farmers and la- 
borers from the east and middie west 
into Canada in search of cheap lands, 
our esteemed contemporary, The St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, seizes the oc- 
casion to say that we “unknowingly 
point out a way in which the south is 
being hit for its political intolerance,” 


and continues: 

Here is a way in which the south is 
being punished for its partisan trans- 
gressions without any federal iegivle- 
tion being invoked against her. This 
shunning of the south. by home-seckers 
hits that region harder than could be 
done by Crumpacker and all the rest of 
the persons who are trying to enforce 
the fourteenth amendment in the states. 
which have violated its spirit, and are 
anxious to put the fifteenth amendment 
in operation in good faith all over the 
country. Congress has not proceeded 
against the south, but the tens of thou- 
sands of Americans who are turning 
their backs ‘on that region and going to 
Canada for poorer lands than tfiey could 
get in some of the lower tier of our own 
states are dealing a harder blow to that 
locality than any of the north’s or west’'s 
lawmakers ever proposed.

We commented natural- 
ly on the curious fact that those peo- 
ple should prefer the frigid fields of 
Canada to the fertile, cheap and sum- 
mer lands of the south. Certainly we 
had no notion, until reading the com- 
ments of The Globe-Democrat, that 
they were going from the Dakotas, 
Iowa, Nebraska and other western 
states to Canada in order to enjoy the 
full benefits of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments to the constitu- 
tion of the United States! Still, if 
The Globe-Democrat insists that such 
is the case, those emigrants to Canada 
are welcome to go right on into the 
Dominion and find what they are long- 
ing for. 

Meantime, it might interest The 
Globe-Demccrat and others who think 
as foolishly as it does to know that 
Georgia, for instance, increased in pop- 
ulation between 1890 and 1900 by 378.,- 
978 persons, and increased her rank 
among the states from twelfth place 
to the eleventh in population. The in- 
crease was not of foreigners, but 
Americans from the north and middle 
west most largely. Missouri remained 
in the fifth place. Kansas, where the 
amendments “go as they lay” and an 
occasional negro gets burned at the 
stake or lynched after his jugular vein 
is cut, fell from the nineteenth to the 
twenty-second rank, having gained in 
the ten years only 43,339 new popula- 
tion. lowa gained fewer people than 
Georgia; Nebraska got ahead only by 
7,490, and the Dakotas, North and 
South, by only 36,427 and 72,762 re- 
spectively! 

With these figures before us we 
rather think the esteemed Globe-Demo- 
crat has missed the barn door it aimed 
at by about 180 degrees! 


A Cuban Bishop for Havana. 

Pope Leo has done a most opportune 
and commendable act in appointing a 
native Cuban priest to be the. bishop 
of Havana. In this he has finally an- 
swered the petitions of the faithful in 
the island and removed a cause of com- 
plaint that was seriously embarrassing 
the work of the church and the moral 
progress of the Cuban masses. 

It is undeniable that during the 
Cuban rebellion the priesthood, as was 
natural, sided with Spain. By the 
Spanish constitution the holy apostolic 
religion of the Roman church is made 
the official religion of the state. In 
Cuba the church had its sustenance 
by the grace and funds of the state. 
But the loyalty of the priesthood to 
Spain was enraging to the Cuban in- 
surrectionists and they accused the 
priests set over them of many betray- 
als that led to brutal and bloody atroc- 
ities by the Spaniards. When the 
revolution ended by the intervention 
of the United States and the withdraw- 
al of the Spaniards many of the priests 
abandoned their parishes and fled from 
the sure wrath of the Cubans. Mean- 
while the churches were largely aban- 
doned by the people and it looked for 
a season as if the whole Cuban popu- 
lation would forsake the faith and 
sink into free-thinking independence. 

The appointment of Monsignor 
Sbarretti as bishop of Havana served 
on the instant to accentuate revolt 
against the mother church. General 
Maximo Gcmez and other revolution- 
ary leaders of the Cubans cabled stren- 
uous protests to the pope and demand- 
ed that as Cuba had become a free 
nation she was entitled to have bish- 
ops and priests from among the sons 
of her people who had become mem- 
bers of the clergy. These leaders re- 
pudiated the idea of being spiritually 
subject to any Italian, American, or 
other foreign prelate. 

The pope, however, who is one of 
the wisest of the pontiffs of recent 
generations, gently disposed of the 
Cuban demands upon diplomatic 
grounds and stilled the incipient re- 
volt. Bishop Sbarretti, with the help 
of the complacent American interven- 
ing government, succeeded in seetiling 
many of the vexing church problems 
in the island and finally won over the 
approval and support of the Gomez 
faction. Gradually the Cuban priesis 
have been advanced and the peopie 
generally won back to tei: allegiance 
to the church. 

The time was ripe then for Pope Leo 
to shew his real love and isteicest [i 
the religious peace and prwsperity of 
the church in Cuba, and this he has 
done by elevating to the bishopric of 
Havana one of the most popular native 
priests who was a determined friend of 
the independence movement. From 
now forward, therefore, the power and 
influence of the church over Cuban 
..¢@ anu morals shouid be manifest, be- 
cause so greatly to be desired.

Washington, December 28.—(Special.)— 


The action of the powérs in accepting. 


President Roosevelt's suggestion that the 
Venezuelan difficulty, be submitted to ar- 
bitration is heralded generally as a vic- 
tory for President Roosevelt. Without 
in any way detracting from the credit 
which should go to the president, the 
members of the diplomatic court who 
have been actively engaged in the nego- 
tiations say that this result wae really 
brought about by Secretary Hay. 

According to general understanding in 
diplomatic circlese—and I may say in offi- 
cial circles of our own gpvernment— 
President Roosevelt was at the outset not 
only willing, but a little bit eager to 
assume the duty of arbitrator. There are 
two sides to every question and Mr. 
Roosevelt seemed to be of the opinion 
that it would redound to the credit of 
the. United States and would be of espe- 
cial value in its Dearing upon the future, 
to have the president of tne United States 
act ag judge of this controversy between 
a South American republic and several 
powers of Europe. The president is un- 
derstood to have inclined very strongly 
to the idea of agcepting the duty when 
suggestions that he do so came from 
London and Berlin. Secretary Hay, on 
the other hand, was very strongly of the 
opinion that the case snoulkd go to The 
Hague, and, of course, he had sound ar- 
guments to back his suggestion. The re-

An Estimate of Hay. 

Those not familiar with the actual work- 
ings of the state department are some- 
times inclined to criticize Mr. Hay, but 
the judgment of those who are informed 
{sg unanimous upon the proposition that 
he will go to history as one of the great- 
est of our secretaries of state. No one 
studying the state papers since he as- 
sumed charge of this highly important 
branch of the United States government 
can fail to bear tribute to the good sense, 
straightforwardness, diplomatic ability 
and the infense Americanism of Mr. Hay. 

Presdent McKinley placed the supremeést 
confidence in his judgment in all mat- 
ters appertaining to our foreign affairs, 
and President Roosevelt does the same. 
Mr. Hay’s conduct of the diplomacy which 
led to the settlement of the trouble in 
China was masterly. He nas scored again 
in steering the American ship of state 
out of troublous Venezuélan waters into 
which it seemed destined to be drawn, 
and when the official correspondence is 
made public it will be discovered that 
this has been done without offense to 
anybody, but in a manner that leavea no 
loophole through which the American 
Monroe doctrine can be attacked and at 
the same time assumes no responsibility 
for the action of governments on this 
side of the world In any effort they may 
make to escape payment of their debts. 

Great Britain and Germany have been 
shown that their present movement to 
force payment of alleged debts before 
there has been any attempt to secure ad- 
judication of these claims through the 
usual channels, is untenable. They have 
been carefully and skilifiilly led up to the 
point where they were forced first to 
accept the principle of arbitration, then 
to accede to the Amerfcan desire that the 
case should go to the tribunal created in 
1899 for the settlement of 4ust such con- 
troversies. 

Country’s Interest Safely Guarded. 

Secretary Hay’s first effort has, of 
course, been to safeguard the interests of 
his country. He has sought also to se- 
cure justice for a little country, which, it 
is true. ‘was largely responsible for the 
predicament in which it found itself but 
the people of which deserved sympathy. 
And he has sought to do what he could 
to strengthen the hand of what we call 
The Hague tribunal. 

The United States was the first country 
to submit a case to this international 
court of arbitration. This was the Pious 
Fund case over which there was a contro- 
versy with Mexico. In speaking of The 
Hague in connection with this case Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who has also been a 
strong and ernest supporter of The Hague, 
said in his last message: 

“It is far better where possible to in- 
voke such a permanent tribunal than to 
ereate special arbitrators for a given 
purpose.”’ 

When the Venezuelan dispute became 
acute and the American efforts were di- 
rected toward securing settlement by 
anbitration, Secretary Hay felt that the 
opportunity presented itself for this gOV- 
ernment to do something to strengthen 
The Hague court in the eyes of the world 
so that it might become a principal factor 
in averting war and not mere paper court 
to be forgotten whenever nations got 
into a quarrel. With this end in view, 
convinced as he was that it would be bet- 
ter for the United States that the Presi- 
dent should not act as arbitrator, his 
whole influence has been cast in behalf 
of The Hague. President Roosevelt will 
get credit for this and he undobtedly de- 
serves much credit; but this result in its 
last analysis was accomplished principai- 
ly through-John Hay.

Production of Potatoes. 
Editor Constitution: Your recent time- 


ly editorial mentioning the great value 


of the potato production of the United 
States and calling attention to the favor- 
able conditions of our soil for growing 
this crop, encourages us to offer some 
assistance in your good work by helping 
to defeat the ravage of the potato bug 
in securing the most effective method 
of destroying them, used by the growers 
in Aroostook county, Maine, from which 
section we secure our best seed, The ac- 
companying communication to us from 
one of the largest farmers there may be 
of some service to our people. Yours 
truly, J. G. OGLESBY. 

Oglesby Grocery Company, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Gentlemen: In reply to your in- 
quiry concerning our treatment of the 
potato bug, will say there are several 
insecticides on the market. The most 
common are Paris green, arsenate of lead 
and “Bug Death.” 

These three have been fully tested at 
the Maine experiment station and were 
found effectual. However, we find in 
practice that the “Bug Death” has to 
be used in such large quantities as to be 
impracticable. 

The lead is rather slow in its action; 
in fact, during periods of rapid growth, 
the bugs can attack the new foliage and 
thus escape the poison unless it is applied 
every two or three days. 

Of course, we know that Paris green 
as it has been applied until quite recent- 
ly has burned the foliage more or less, 
but if used in connection with the Bor- 
deaux mixture, mo injury to the vines 
will result. If you do not use the Bor- 
deaux mixture, the use of lime will ef- 
fectually prevent the Paris green from 
purning the vines. 

Our formula for Bordeaux mixture is 
quick lime 6 pounds, copper sulphate 5 
pounds, water 50 gallons, and t6@ this add 
2 pounds of Paris green. 

If used without the sulphate, a good 
formula would be quick lime 1 pound, 
Paris green 2. pounds, water § gallons. 
In making either of these solutions you 
will slake the lime as you would for 
white wash, using two or three quarts 
of hot water to the pound; after it has 
cooled stir it and etrain through a cheese 
cloth or fine wire strainer. 

As already pointed out, there is neces- 
sity of using lime in some form to pro- 


tect the vi

Paris green. There is also a further ad- 
vantage in its use—it adheres to the 
vines much firmer, so that it is not easily 
washed off. 

As to the method ‘of application will 
Say that one must be governed by the 
acreage he-.has in potatoes in the selec- 
tion of his machine. A person cultivat- 
ing from one to three, or perhaps four 
acres, might get abong very well with 
what is known as the “knapsack 
sprayer,” but the most of our growers 
have so large an acreage that this meth- 
re of application is out of the ques- 

n 


There are several power machines on 
the market. The Watson sprayer is a 
go00d machine. 

This machine is made in two sizes, a 
one-horse machine which will work four 
rows at once and a two-horse size, which 
will work six rows. 

Hoping our method of dealing with the 
potato bug is clear to you—and should 
your planters adopt the Paris green and 
use it as suggested, think they will find 
it satisfactory and all that they need.

EXISTS IN ITALY’S KING 


Ruler Has Assumed Title of Dumas’ Fabulous Hero, 
and Often Visits the Isle from Whose Name 
It Is Derived.

ONDON, December 17.—Probably 
every lover of Alexander Dumas’ 
_/ “Monte Cristo’ has wondered, at 
one time or another, why the sounding 
title conferred by the author on his saui- 
or-hero has never been assumed by some 
present-day nobleman or millionaire. So 
it.is interesting to hear that no less a 
person than the King of Italy is now ac- 
tually “Count of Monte Cristo.”” The 
king, when a young man, read the novel 
and fell in love with its hero. Soon after 
he determined to visit the Isle of Monte 
Cristo, which is only a comparatively 
short sail from the Italian coast. There 
Victor Emmanuel emulated the exampiec 
of Edmund Dantes by hunting the wiid 
goats, and found the sport so good, and, 
moreover, fell so completely under the 
spell of the place that he resolved to 
visit the island often. After he got mar- 
ried the rock where Dantes unearthed the 
Borgias’ treasures became a {favorite 
picnicking place for the heir to the 
throne and his charming wife. On becom- 
ing king he formally added the title of 


‘count of Monte Cristo to his other dis- 


tinctions—the island belonging to Italy. 
Even now. Victor Emmanuel III and 
Queen Helena frequently make oppor- 
tunities to visit Monte Cristo. . The in- 
habitants of the island number exactly 
éleven—four men, four women and three 
children. Appropriately enough, they 
decline to speak of their lord as “the 
king.’’ but refer to him simply as ‘‘our 
count.” : 


It now seems that all the feeling waa 
wasted which was aroused in Norway 
through Ibsen's supposed failure to con- 
gratulate Bjornstjerne Bjoernson on his 
seventieth birthday. 

In spite of their estrangement, 
Ibsen dictated a greeting to his great 
rival and it was duly sent, but lay uni- 
dentified amidst the hundreds of letters 
and telegrams received by Bjoernson.

he still uses a stick. Every morning 
he goes out for a drive, and in the even- 
ing his wife reads to him from the pa- 
pers or new books. Ibsen, however, ia 
writing nothing at all, and there is no 
reason to suppose that he will attempt 
further work. 


The opening of the new public museum 
in Paris-has called attention to one of 
the remarkable books in the collection 
which Mr. Dutuit, the Rouen millionaire, 
bequeathed to the city. This volume is 
said to be unique.of its kind. It is a 
fifteenth century manuscript of a trans- 
lation made of ‘“‘The History of Alex- 


ander the 


Great.” The author was Jean 
Wauquelin, “translator and writer of 
books,” who was in the service of Philip 
the Good, Duke ef Burgundy. The work 
is composed of 327 leaves of vellum, bear- 
ing 204 delightfully colored miniafures. 
Its value can be judged from the fact 
that M. Dutuit, who paid $20,000 for the 
volume, soon afterward refused to sell 
it for double that amount, and finally 
locked it up altogether to be rid of im- 
portunate folk who wanted to buy the 
manuscript at any ong > One collector 
went so far as to offer $30,000 merely for 
the satisfaction of owning the book dur- 
ing his lifetime.

tist is known to abominate interviewers. 
One day, however, an unusually opti- 
mistic newspaper man ran down to the 
Gilbert place at Harrow, and tried to get 
the opinion of ‘““The Mikado’s” author on 
some question or other.

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 
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LREADY letters have begun to pour 


in upon Pensiun Commissioner J. W.- 
Lindsey, asking him when’ he is 0- 

ing to begin the payment of pension 
money. Many of these letters express the 
hope that the delay will not be long, and 
they usually describe how much the 
migney ig meeded and what a hard time 
they ve waiting for it. 

-C Lindsey is anxious to get the 
money out to those who need it, but he 
cah ao nothing until the middle of Janu- 
ary, Wien hé will begin the work of dis- 
pursing the fund. The treasury officials 
will be busy until that time paying the 
January interest on the state’s bonded 
debt. It requires considerable time to do 
this on account of the fact that the cou- 
pons come in irregularly. But after this 
is out of the way there will be nothing 
to interfere with paying out the pension 
money just as fast as the clerical force 
can do it. Captain Lindsey has made 
preparations to begin the work just as 
soon as the treasury officials are ready 
for him, and it is estimated now that this 
will Dé about January 1. He has sent 
application blanks to all of the ordinaries 
in the state, and these are peginning to 
come back now, signed, sealed, witnessed 
and filled out in accordance with law. 

Captain Lindsey has not yet decided in 
what omer he will take up the various 
counties for payment, but will settle on 
his plan immediately after the first of the 
year. Last year he began his payments 
in the northern part of the state, and it 
may be this year he will first pay tne 
south Georgia counties. However that 
may be, Fulton will, as usual, come in 
among the first on the list. The reason 
for this is the pensioners from Fulton, of 
whom there are between 700 and 800, call 
in pergon for their pensions, and it is 
both convenient and advantageous to dis- 
pose of them as early as possible. Many 
of the pensioners from counties adjoining 
Fulton also call in person at the treasury 
for their money as soon as tne day for 
their county has been designated. 

There are about 14,000 pensioners in Geor- 
gia to be puid and the amount to be di- 
vided among them is $870,000. In spite of 
the large amount of work involved in this, 
Captain Lindsey expects this year to 
finish up the work within six weeks, 
which will make a record. Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright and Secretary of 
State Phil Cook assist materially in the 
work of distributing tne pension fund, a 
large amount of the money being sent 
out to the many pensioners who have 
given them power of attorney to draw 
their money for them. Governor Terrell 
helped also when he was attorney gen- 
eral, and othet capitol officials occasiona!l- 
ly aid in the work.

The state’s fiscal year ends September

‘Officials and others just time enough to

The reports 
are all usually distributed in both houses 
during the first week of the session. 

Some of the officials will, of course, 
have nothing to report, as their work 
cannot well be summarized until the end 
of the fiscal year. But there will doubt- 
less be certain information the legisla- 
ture will want in connection with cer- 
tain proposed legislation before it. This 
may either be furnished in independent 
reports, such as certain Officials will, 
doubtless, prepare for the occasion, or 
it may be specially prepared wffénever 
the legislature may request it. 


Repairs to the Capitol. 

Architect Bleckley, it is stated, aas 
completed his inspection of the capitol 
building with a view to preparing specifi- 
cations for the repairs to be made to the 
building, and these will be ready to be 
furnished to the contractors soon after 
the beginning of the new year. 

It is understood bids are to be called 
for as early as possible, so that the 
work of making the repairs will not be 
delayed. Only the more important work, 
such as is necessary for the presérvation 
of the building, will be done, as this is 
ali that can be accomplished with the 
$15,000 appropriated by the legislature. 
Mr. Bleckley’s original estimate ~was 
about $32,000, but that included everything 
such as repainting ine entire interior of 
the building. 

The first work to be done will be put- 
ting on an entirely ‘new roof, which will 
take half the amount appropriated, or 
about $7,500. Then new machinery will 
be put in for the elevator at a cost of 
about $2,500. The balance of the fund 
will be expended in repairing the drains, 
the tiling, the ventilators and putting 
back plastering where it has fallen down 
as the result of the weather and the 
holes in the roof through which the rain 
has been pouring.

SHYLOCKS WORK 
IN CHARLESTON

Will Cut Furniture Dealers. 
Have Cleared Exorbitant 
Profits, 


Charleston, S. C., December 2%.-—(Spe- 
cial.)—A bitter fight is being waged here 
against the “shylock” loan and install- 
ment companies, which are thriving *on 
money collected from ignorant negroes. 

Under the guise of a state law these 
concerns have grown rich, and according 
to a statement made by a citizen, who 
elaims to be able to prove what he says, 
more than $300,000 is taken out of Charles- 
ton every year from the poor population. 
Exorbitant rates of interest are charged. 

Today it was learned that a movement 
had been started by the reputable furni- 
ture establishments to protect the igno- 
rant and unfortunate people who have 
been trapped by dealing with the wildcat 
organizations. 

The business has been steadily increas- 
ing for the past few years. Not long 
ago a 520 per cent syndicate was driven 
out of business by the sudden disappear- 
ance of the president, who skipped with 
the funds. According to a statement 
made by a leading furniture dealer, who 
is in a position to know, the wild con- 
cerns reap a rich harvest. the profits fre- 
quently amounting to 300 per cent a 
month. 

Not long ago the dealer said that he 
discovered where one set of furniture, 
hardly worth $0, had been transferred 
so often that the company had cleared 
$1,000 on the numerous transactions, 

Furniture is sold to negroes on the in- 
stallment plan, with liens protecting it. 
Goods on which $98 have been paid have 
been seized and carted away when it was 
impossible for purchasers to make good 
the $2 additional, and consequently the 
buyers are left in the lurch. Instances 
of this kind have been numerous, and 
the cooperative association is being form- 
ed to drive such concerns out of the field,

TROUBLE WITH MOTORS. 
NOT UNCOMMON EAST 


4 New Rule Has Been Adopted 
Which Will Require Promo- 
tors To Have on the Track 
No Less Than Three 
Motors. 


It is the belief among bicycle riders in 
general and George Leander in particular 
that the relentless “hoodoo” dogs the 
Steps of the Chicago boy when he at- 
tempts to ride in Atlanta. 

The “hoodoo” which is* known so well 
to bicycle riders ts to those outside the 
cult—the laymen—an unknown something. 
The racers, however, say that it actually 
exists, how or where or why, they do nat 
know, and whether in the form of de- 
moniac or angelic spirit they do not 


know, yet they say it is, and with them | 


that settles the question. 

It is a saying of common acceptance 
“hoodoo 
pursues a lucky man, and that it does aj} 
in its power to break the spell of good 
luck which follows him, ana always suc- 
ceeds. George Leander says that th 
“hoodoo”’ is ever with him when he is iz 
Atlanta, and that it is determined to de- 
stroy what good luck he has had else- 
where. 

George is firm in the opinion that the 
“hoodoo’’ was present at the Coliseum 
last Christmas afternoon, and that it got 
in {ts devilish work on his motor while 
the amateur races were on. He says 
this is the only way he can explain why 
his motor refused to run in the afternoon 
after it had run so beautifully on the 
track Christmas morning. 

Those outside the racing fraternity are 
of the opinion, however, that if George 
has a “hoodoo’’ following him in Atlanta 
it is a spirit in the form of the fleet- 
footed Bobby Walthour, whose good luck 
is s0 omnipresent that it makes the other 
fellow’s luck seem like that of the poor. 
est quality. 

Gus Castle Talks. 

In regard to the race at the Coliseum 
Christmas afternoon Gus Castle gave out 
the following interview yesterday: 

“Out of thirty-five bicycle meets held 
in the Atlanta Coliseum the race on 
Christmas afternoon was the first one to 
disappoint the public, and I wish to say 
that while there has been considerable 
crititism about the management, Jack 
Prince was in no way to blame for the 
trouble to the motor of Leander. 

“This has happened on all the big 
tracks in the north and east, but it was 
the first time on any track where the 
contestants decided to settle the race by 
running a sprint race on pace following 
wheels. 

“At Charles River ttrack last season 
trouble to the motors happened in every 
meet, and-the Atlanta public will re- 
member the race last June between Wal- 
thour and Albert Champion, when the 
race was given to Champion before it 
had started on account of the style motor 
tandem used by Walthour, althougn 
Walthour won the race by 12 laps. 

“Again, on the same track, the au- 
dience was kept waiting three hours on 
account of trouble with motors. 

“It is customary in Baltimore on the 
night before a motor-paced race for the 
management to give a motor cycle race, 
so that all the motors may be given a 
thorough test to show that they are in 
good eondition. 

“On account of the numerous coOm- 
plaints to the racing board about trou~- 
blesome motors a new rule has just been 
framed and will doubtless be passed at 
the regular meeting in New York next 
February, as tollows: 

“All pace meet promoters, when paced 
races are scheduled, will be required to 
own and to have about the track three 
motor cycles to be his own property 
and in good condition at all times and 
ready for immediate use, and two men as 
pace-makers to each man, All riders who 
are to follow pace will be required to 
own two pacing machines to be within 
the 12-inch limit of protection and of 
not more than l4-horsepower.’ 

“This rule,’’ continued Castile, ‘‘wil] put 
such flukes as happened Christmas out 
of the chance of ever occurring again. 

“According to the new rule, if Leander 
were to race here next spring he would 
be required to bring with him two motor 
eycles, Walthour would have to have the 
same, which would makeé° four machines 
between the two. Besides these, Prince 
would be required to have in reserve 
three more, making seven motor cycles 
about the track.  Ohristmas day there 
were only.three, and the two that were 
needed the most were crippled in some 
unknown manner. 

“The best of the motor cycles at the 
present time are crude, but the new 
machines that will ‘be used next season 
ate of the latest pattern, and the two 
used by Bikes and Michael for exhibi- 
tion work in New York worked to per- 
fection. The éngines are latge and pow- 
erful, being 14-horsepower, and they start 
off at once. The motorman only has to 
run the machine about ten steps and 
then the motor is off, and the speed that 
can be attained is faster than any rider 
in the world can follow. 

“The motor cycles now in use will be 
thrown away. as they will be like these 
little toy wind-up automobiles in compar- 
ison to the real article. 

“Eli Winsett, who will manage Bobby 
Waithour, has designed two motors from 
the one used by Elkes and Michael in 
New York, and says he will bring out 
a machine that will go them one better, 
just as he did with the original ‘Candy,’ 
which was the first belt line motor used 
in the races in this country. The ma- 
chines that Elkes and Michael brought 
over have copied Winsett’s ideas and he 
pointed with pride to the fact that they 
had to come to his style of pacemaking 
after all.”

Hannah Misjudged. 

But Hannah in this matter was mis. 
judged by Eli. She had not tasted wine 
a* all. She was above such practice. She 
was too good a woman to feast her sou! 
upon such stimulation. She was in pray- 
er; her soul was on fire. Her heart had 
endured its aches and its pains from so- 
cial and domestic cyclones so long that 
She could not help showing ft. She had 
gone as far as she could. She could not 
follow her so-called husband and the 
other wife to the altar. To her this was 
hypocrisy. i 

“To kneel at the altar with such a 
condition of domestic life she could not 
endure. She stopped, therefore, at the 
door, to pray alone, How often deep spir- 
itual manifestations have been mistaken 
for drunkenness. It seems a common 
form of misjudgment in those days. On 
the day of Pentecost, when the power of 
God's spirit rested upon the people, and 
when they heard every man speaking in 
his own tongue, they said, ‘‘These men 
are drunk with wine.’ But Peter said, 
‘N), we are not drunk with wine. It is 
he fulfilment of the prophecy of Joel 
concerning the power of the Holy Ghost.’ 
So, Eli misjudged Hannah, but as soon as 
he saw his mistake he apologized, and 
bestowed upon her his blessing. What a 
noble thing! It takes a great man to 
apologize when he sees his mistake. 

‘In my life as a minister I have had 
more trouble getting people to do this 
than anything else. Indeed, I have had 
more trouble with myself on this line 
than, perhaps, any other. One of the 
greatest men the south ever produced was 
Zeb Vance, twice governor of his state, 
for a number of years one of the most 
honored members of the United States 
senate, a man I knew and loved.

penitent, I am willing to get up in the 
United States senate and state my apol- 
ogy as boldly as I uttered my words giv- 
ing offense.’ [believe his position was 
that of a true man. No man can be ex- 
pected to go whining around pretending 
that which he doés not’ feel. But after 
convinced of his error no true man can 
be satisfied without making due repara- 
tion. So when the investigation by his 
friends had been completed Senator Vance 
found that he had misjudged the other 
senator, and standing iike a man on the 
floor of the senate he made due apology. 
Birth of Samuel. 

“We now come to consider the birth of 
Samuel. As the result of this prayer, 
Samuel is bern to the world. What a2 
giad day this was for Hannah. and what 
a boon to the world. I wish us at this 
yoint to consider some cf the leading 
facts in his career, and let us keep in 
mind that there is*not one trait of his 
character which is not the result of the 
influence of Hannah. ‘the mother whvu 
lived in her son.’ First, he is given to 
the Lord. True to her vow when Samuel! 
was born, she gave him to the Lord to 
minister In the temple. It must have 
been a very hard thing for her to do, and 
yet it was about the greatest pleasure 
of her life. It is possible for a nsother to 
realize both these conditions at the same 
time. |. remember some veers ago thai 
a mother in North Carolina gave her 
brightest end most beautiful daughter to 
forefgn mission work in China. I shell 
never forget her as she stood that day 
surrendering her daughter. Had I teen 
an artist I would have enjoyed sketching 
her as she stood with the tears trickling 
down her cheeks, and yet, said she, ‘It 
is the hagniest Gay of my life.’ So Han- 
nah kept her voy. Oh, that we were so 
careful! How many of us have vowed 
unto the Lord in praver and then with- 
held. in practice. Perhaps, we have been 
on our beds of sickness some time ani 
we have said, ‘Oh, Lord, if thou wilt 
save me from this sickness [ will de thus 
and so, and when the time has come we 
have flickered. Perhaps we have said 
some time, ‘Oh, Lo-vd, if thou wilt pros- 
per me in this and that I will do thus and 
so,’ yet when prosperity has come we 
have forgotten our vow. With Hannah, 
practice was as important as prayer. So 
Samuel is placed in the tabernacle under 
the care of Fli. “Certainly it was a much 
better place for kim to be trained than 
in the home of polygamy. 

Samuel in Service. 
we will deal with Samuel — 
service, At 12 years of age we find him 
ministering unto the Lord before Eli. 
What a beautiful signt. A 12-year-old boy 
serving in the tabernacle! ‘May God in- 
spire every parent here with this picture, 
fam sure that Protestantism shows its 
greatest weakness at this point. We are 
not careful enough about the religious 
training’ of our children. We have swung 
so far in the opposite direction from the 
Roman Catholic church that we have 
practically lost our religious grip upon the 
children. Many mothers argue that chil- 
dren are to be left alone to decide re- 
ligious duty for themselves when they 
get old enough. They are opposed to 
forcing a child into any religious habit. 
I once knew a mother who was noted for 
ner theory of child independence in mat- 
ters of religion. She was a member’ of 
the church herself and attended church 
with fair regularity. Her children rarely 
ever went with her. Such a thing as g0- 
ing to Sunday schoo! they were 
known to do. It was always very strange 
to me, and so one day I ventured to talk 
with ner about it. She answered me by 
gaving. ‘I am constitutionally opposed to 
forcing children to Sunday school. I be- 
lieve that a child ought to be let alone 
to judze such matters for himself when 
he gets old enough. .It will never do 
a ehild against his will.” This 
was verv fond of pets, and one 
day I happened to look over in ner back 
vaTd and saw her playing with her new 
poodie pup.

‘The things that are 
seen’ are not a sufficlent explanation of 
themselves. We need to see not only the

glory from the centuries of the past. and 
then those who will go in the future They 
are a mighty host. They have loved God. 
and kept His commandments. They have 
always been ready for His service since 
they entered upon it, and will not dis- 
continue it in heaven. but gill cnter 
upon it forever, With one voice, one 
tongue and one spirit they will cry, say- 
ing: ‘Salvation to our God which sit- 
teth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb.’ *’

At St. Mark church Dr. Alonzo Monk. 
the pastor, preached his second sermon 
upon “‘Heaven,’’ from the text, Psalms 
xvi, 11: ‘In Thy presence there is ful- 
ness of joy, at Thy right hand there are 
pleasures forevermore.” He said, in 
ys eae 

“What and where is heaven? ‘To trace 
this theme historicaHy would be very 
interesting. The idea of the world is that 
heaven is up, it is beyond the stars, it is 
infinitely distant and blessed. Some be- 
lieve that the earth itself will be the seat 
of the home of the blest. The scriptures 
abundantly teach us that the earth will 
be redeemed from the curse placed upon 
it for man’s sake. John Wesley held 
that all the strange and terrible phenom- 
ena of the earth are the results of sin, 
the deep furrows of care across its inan- 
imate brow are markings of sin, man’s 
own sin. The beauty of earth, great as it 
is, falls far below the Eden beauty that 
was clothed upon earth’s radiant face. 
The restoration of earth to its pristine 
state, redeemed by Christ's blood, still 
would not make it the habitat of God’s 
children. 

‘Man is the center of creation. But 
for man there would have been no crea- 
tion. But for the projection of man’s 
existence there would have been no home 
erected here for him. Eden with all its 
thousands of beauties, even as it glowed 
with beauty under God’s own hand, will 
not, cannot, be heaven. Eden is not good 
enough for the heaven of the redeemed 
spirits of God’s salvation. 

“A potent question with each man is 
‘What is going to become of me when I 
die?) The immortality ‘of the soul is 
granted. We assume that we must live 
forever beyond the span of this short 
three score years and ten, We spend our 
time here as if in school. Shall a man 
die as the ass dies? Shall he die with 
his school books in his arms? Is he to 
be allowed no time for exercise and in- 
vestment? Will he not be enabled to do 
anything at all? This life is too brief. 

“Mohammed promised 80 acres of fer- 
tile land in heaven and eighty wives, 
too. This was the ambition of that 
creed. Other ancients promised heaven 
in the transmigration of souls. The old 
Indian chieftain’s grave shows, mingled 
with his own bones, the bones of his dog, 
who was to accompany him in the happy, 
hunting ground. These three show some- 
thing definite, however erroneous, yet 
plainly put. Why should not the Chris- 
tian know and speak something definite 
about heaven? 

“For a pig we build a sty, for a fish we 
furnish a pond, for a bird a nesting place, 
all suggested by the nature of the occtu- 
pant. What would God build for the 
eternal home, the heaven, of man? 

“Home should satisfy the soul. lt 
should be adequate for growth. Immor- 
tal humanity is to be heused in palatia: 
eternal mansions. John attempted to de- 
scribe the glimpse he had of the beguti- 
ful ¢ity. Jesus Christ declared that He 
would go and prepare a place for us. 
What a mansion will this Master-build- 
er of the ages prepare: 


“We learn of heaven by studying the’ 


needs of man. The horse of the field 
would not swap a 10-acre meadow for all 
the plains of celestial glory. Man wiil 
find all his needs met in heaven. Heav- 
en will be no greater place than you pre- 
pare your soul to receive. You can as- 
cend no higher toward God than you 
have under God’s spirit enabled yourseif 
to do. No worse hell will come to man 
than he deliberately fits himself for.’’ 

Dr. Monk announced three sermons suc- 
cessively upon the same general topic, 
“Heaven—Who is there! Who Will be 
There! What it is to be There!’ His 
sermon next Sunday will .coniplete this 
interesting trilogy of discourses. They 
have been very finished productions and 
will be well remembered. An effort will 
he made to have Dr. Monk publish these 
sermons. 
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Rev. A. R. Holderby occupied his pul- 
pit yesterday morning and preached an 
able sermon from the text John xvi, 33: 
“But be of good cheer, I bave overcome 
the world.” ; 

The pastor said in part: 

“(tt is hard for us to realize that He 
who was born of a@ woman and lay a 
babe weak ang he!pless in a manger is 
today the all-conquering Christ. So let 
us turn our thoughts from the worid’s 
first Christmas to this day. when all 
power iu heaven and earth has ben 
given to Him who has risen from the 
manger to the throne of universal empire. 
How strange these words must have 
sounded to the disciples of Jesus. when He 
said: ‘I have overcome the world.’ .WWnhat 
did He mean by \these words? 

“The disciples were -struggling in the 
face of trials, temptations and persecu- 
tions: and the Master Himself was hated 
and despised by the world, yet He boldty 
declared that He had overcome the wor'd, 

‘What mere man would have dared to 
make such a declafation? For nearly two 
thousand years these assertions of the 
man Christ Jesus have been publishe: to 
the world without svoce@ssful contradic- 
tions. 3

“If Christ has oyercome the world, 
why has not all evil been banished? 
Why do wickedness and crime still stalk 
through the earth? Why are there wars 
and rumors of wars and bloodshed? 

“All these evils are under the power 
of Christ. Christ is not the author of 
évil, but no evil could exist without His 
permission. 

“God maketh the wrath of man to 
praise Him and the remainder of* wrath 
doth He restrain. 

‘“‘Satan’s power ig limited. He can go 
only so far and no farther. He could 
have no power at all if God did not per- 
mit. 

“God's glory and God's power are more 
wonderfully displayed by the existence 
of evil in the world. Sin ‘was permitted 
to enter the world that God might be 
glorified and that God’s love and power 
might be manifested. If there had been 
no sin there would have been no Savior. 
If there had been no sin there would 
have been no redemption. | 

“God saw fit to permit evil to enter 
the world in order that He might display 
the riches of His grace in providing a 
way of salvation. 

“Never would there have been such a 
display of divine grace but for the fact 
that sin with all of its horrible conse- 
quences had entered the world. Christ 
would never have overcome the world 
if the world had not been opposed to 
Him. There would have been nothing to 
overcome. 

“The great battle with sin and Satan 
has been fought and the victory won by 
Jesus Christ. 

“There is no danger of the believer 
failing, because ¢he victory has already 
been won by Him who has overcome the 
world.

In material values, in 
terms of business, in the language ol 
commerce, Atlanta Was a conquered and 
a ruined city.

“For a long time and in former - 
paigns we have had reason to he. wun:

I prefer a mess 
of red pottage today to a vague birth- 
right tomorrow. 1 will pursue pleasure 
until my soul {s frivolized, volatilized 
and sterilized so that no divine virtue 
can grow therein. 

“‘(a) I_ believe in the selfishness ‘of my- 
self, Whether 1} be ‘an Alexatder in 
econauest, or Napoleon in war,.a Byron 
in literature, or a shob in society, I am 
my own God, ' ' 

“(b) I believe in the: omnipotence of 
evyil—that all virtue ‘hgs tts. price, that 
it is folly to try to tear’ down the strong- 
holds of sin at home and useless to send 
missionaries to convert the heathen 
abroad.

‘But our army is not disheartened. We 
are fully apprised of what is being un- 
dertaken against us. We know. well 
enough that those that are not for us are 
against us—though regretfully we must 
say that some who are regarded and de- 
sire to be construed as on our side are 
carrying on flirtations with the enemy 
and are in more or less ‘alliance with 
evil. But; in the main, the army is loy- 
al and with wise and taithful leadership 
can be counted on to come up valiantly 
to the battles in prospect. 

‘‘There is much to cheer and encourage. 
We have seventy-five well established 
army stations distributed throughout the 
city, manned by nearly 23.000 soldiers 
who have taken the oath of allegiance to 
our Captain.
